The New York governor eaptured 
18 uninstructed but claimed delegates 
in South Carolina, 8 unanimously 
favoring him from Vermont, and 6 
pledged votes in a District of Colum- 


hia primary. 
Counting 100 from New .York and 


Pennsylvania already selected’ and 
which his managers expect him to get 
at Chicago, the 32 gained yesterday 
 Wonld, pring Roosevelt's convention 
strength to within 50 of a ma jority. 
However, two-thirds, or 770, will be 
needed for a nomination. 

In the only other delegate selec 
tions yesterday, President Hoover 
won 19 pledged delegates from Ala- 
hama and 9 uninstructed but claimed 
vetes from Vermont. These 28 ran 
the Hoover pledged and claimed total | 
to 995 and his pledged delegates to 
within six of the required majority. 

A small vote was cast in the Dis- 
triet of Columbia democratic primary 
as there was no contest over delegates. 
It was described by John F. Costello. 
re-elected national committeeman, as & 
compromise delegation which will vote 
for Roosevelt under the unit rule until 
a majority decides to go to some other 
candidate. 

Vermont republicans came out for 
resubmission of prohibition before the

South Carolina democrats clefeated 
a referendum proposal, but adopted a 
re solution urging a campaign on 
“eeonomie issues” alone by the closest 
vote the party has come to challenging 
‘prohibition since its enactment. 

Of the 24 democratic convention 
delegations so far to act on prohibi- 
tion 12 have favored repeal or resub- 
mission by various methods, five have 
veted for enforcement or defeated wet 
proposals, and seven have made no 
mention of the subject. 

Six of the 30 republican delegations 
favor repeal or resubmission; If 
voted dry or rejected wet planks, and 
17 ignored the question.

ROOSEVELT VOICES 
RENEWED APPEAL 
FOR AVERAGE MAN 


Kiwanians Hear Gover- 
nor Plead Cause of “For- 
gotten Man;” Leadership 
Lauded by Russell. _

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 18.— 
(?)—Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
today drew upon words of Thomas 
Jefferson to phrase a plea for the 
“forgotten man” whom he designated 
in another speech a month ago as the

It was “The 
mass of mankind was not born with 
saddles on their backs, nor were thé 
favored few born booted and spurred 
ready to ride mankind either legiti- 
mately or by the grace of God.”

They can haye them removed 
by the right kind of outlook on gov- 
ernment and their neighbor. 

“Nobody wants the government to 
assume more functions, except the 
government can not let people starve 
and suffer.

ment, ‘Love they neighbor as thyself,’ 
we shall know from where food, cloth- 
ing and roofs for all shall come.

In his “forgotten man” speech a 
month ago Roosevelt drew a response 
from fermer Governor Alfred KE.

Warning of a third party 
movement unless congress. enacts an 
unemployment relief program before 
the party conventions was sounded in 
the senate today by Senator Boran, 
republican, IEdaho..

Extortionists Abandon Baby Victim 
Soon After Kidnaping at Ohio Home

(/)—Half au hour after being stolen , 
from his crib, 2-year-old Eugene 
Swearingen was found last night be- 
hind a rail fence 500 yards from his 
home at W ti near here, it was 
revealed today. 

He had a bruise over his left eye, 
but will recover. The kidnaping fol- 
lowed three demands for $500 made 
upon his parents. 

The parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Swearingen. had been watching the 
child closely. since kidnap threat notes 
were received two weeks ago. Late 
last night they heard a noise which 
they attributed to a dog. but did 
not investigate immediately. When 


they went to the baby's crib the child 
was gone. >. 


The entire village of about 200 per- 
sons turned out in a search and the 
child was found behind the fence. Of- 
ficials said the child either had been 
struck by the kidnapers or injured 
when dropped.

TOKYO, May 18.—(4)—Compro- 
mise on a coalition cabinet to settle 
the political struggle between the 
army and the dominant Seiyukai 
party was thought likely by Japanese 
newspapers today.

Candidate Unfolds Plat- 
form; Holder, Hardwick 
Still Undecided. 


As Eugene Taldmadge continued 
Wednesday to unfold the platform 
upon which he is seeking to receive 
the gubernatorial nomination, poli- 
ticians studied the reaction to his 
LaGrange address Tuesday and specu- 
lated some more on the probable plans 
of former Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick and John N. Holder.

BEER PROPOSALS, 
TAXES “MARKINGS 


Chamber Turns to Tariff 
After Beating Revenue 
Raiser, 61 to 24, and 
Levying on Wort, Malt.

WASHINGTON, May (A )— 
The billion-dollar tax bill was firm- 
ly closed today by the senate against 
beer for revenue, but tonight its four 
tariff items presented a new obstacle. 

In overwhelming and decisive votes, 
the first beer tests since national. pro- 
hibition, the senate refused to legalize 
either 2.75 or 4 per cent beer as a 
means .of financing a $1,500,000,000 
public construction “bond issue. 


beer propositions were offered} 


as smeminees « to the tax bill by 
Senato ham, republican, Con- 
necticut, et Tydings, democrat, 
Maryland, respectively. 

Both the republicans and demo 
cratic leaders—Watson and Robinson, 
respectively—voted against the beer 
amendments. 

Reaching the tariff provision-— 
oil, coal, copper and lumber—the mem- 
bers debated for hours as leaders took 
careful polls. Retention of all four 
items was predicated at adjournment 
tonight with a vote due tomorrow. 

tke beer debate was brief and to 
The roll calls showed the 
votes 60 to 23 against 4 per cent beer 
and 61 to 24 against 2.75 per cent. 
The Volstead act limits alcoholic con- 
tent to one-half of 1 per cent. 

Oil Tariff Issue. 

Scenes reminiscent of the old tariff 
fight of 1929 and 1950 were re-enact- 
ed as the first of the import taxes— 
that on oil—was reached. 

Log rolling was manifest as cliques 
of senators formed on the floor and 
counted noses and to all appesrances 
made trades on the various tariff pro- 
posals. , 

Senator Connally, democrat, ‘Texas, 
led the oil tariff fight with a pro- 
posal to raise the rate from one-half 
cent to 1 cent a gallon on crude pe- 
troleum imports. Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, conceding he was 
opposed to the oil tariff, proposed that 
the rate be made one-fourth of a 
mill a gallon. 

Opening debate, Counally asserted, 
‘‘the treasury department does not fa- 
vor this duty because Mr. Mellon's 
Gulf Oil Company is one of the larg- 
est importers of this foreign oil. 

Mr. Mellon and all his immediate 
group have fought an excise tax on 
crude petroleum all these years.

The treasurer's estimates of the 
amount the tariff would yield “were 
not fairly made.” Connally asserted, 
predicting the oil tax would yieid

WILKERSON DEMANDS 
- PRESS SUPPORT LAWS 


Chicago Judge Says Opposi- 
tion to Statutes Has No 
Place in America. 


CHICAGO, May 18.—(/)—Federal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson today call- 
ed upon the press to help end an era 
of “disrespect for law,” asserting the 
courts and public officers were power- 
less without the backing of a “strong, 
awakened public sentiment.” 
| Judge Wilkerson, who sentenced 
“Scarface Al’’ Capone and other gang- 
sters to prison and who has been nom- 
inated for elevation to the federal 
circuit bench, spoke at a meeting of 
\the Inland Daily Press Association. 

“We hear a great deal,” he said, 
“about the right of insurrection 
against unjust laws, about nullifica- 
tion of laws which never should have 
been passed. That doctrine has no 
right in this republic. 

“The laws against liquor and nar- 
cotics,” Judge Wilkerson . continued, 
“have opened great fields in which 
enormous profits are to be reaped 
through violation of law.” 

It was customary, he said. to look 
to the courts and public officers for 
enforcement of law, but Judge Wil- 
kerson asserted ‘‘alone they are pow- 
erless.”’ 

“This condition of disrespect for 
law will not disappear until back of 
the courts and the officers is a strong, 
awakened, public sentiment. 

“In this work, a heavy responsibil- 
ity falls upon the press.. By its daily 
word it is a leader of public opinion. 
The press should take an unswerving 
position for the enforcement of laws 
so Jong as they remain on the statute 
books. 

“Tf we have enacted unwise laws, let 
us set about the work of correction 
in an orderly way. But let us rec- 
ognize that obedience to law is the 
basic condition without which popu- 
lar government can not endure.”

MAPPED BY DOCTORS 


Reorganization Plan Con- 
demned and Return to Old. 
Setup Advocated. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 18.—(4)— 
Cognizance of the high infant mortal- 
ity rate in the state was taken by 
the Medical Association of Georgia 
during its convention today at the 
Hotel DeSoto. A_ resolution was 
adopted authorizing the president to 
ot tat a committee of 20 leading 
physicians, two. from each congres- 
sional district, to seek means to low- 
er the states infant and maternal 
mortality. 

Approximately 200 doctors had reg- 
istered when the first general meet- 
ing of the association was held this 
morning. Response to an address of 
welcome by Dr. R. V.. Martin, of Sa- 
vannah, was made by Dr. 8. T. R. 
Revell, of Louisville. The Rev. C. 
(, J. Carpenter, rector of St. John’s 
Episcopal church, pronounced the in- 
vocation, 

Three lectures by speakers from 
out of the state were among the 
features of today’s meetings. Dr. 
Dean Lewis, professor of surgery at 
Johns Hopkins University, delivered 
the Abner Wellborn Calhoun lecture, 
his subject being “Clinical Manifes- 
tation of Malignant Disease.” 

At the morning session the doc- 
tors went on record as favoring the 
reorganization of the state health de- 
partment to conform with the old 
setup, holding that the new one, by 
giving the governor power to Ke 
the head of the department, placed 
it in the realm of politics. 

Another’ resolution favored the 
treatment of veterans, with the ex- 
ception of those afflicted with tuber- 
culosis, nervous and mental diseases, 
at home. 

Another resolution advocated an in- 
crease in the allowances in the work- 


men’s compensation law, while still 


another favored legislation for ster- 
ilizing of persons suffering from in- 
curable mental ailments.

Tydings beer amendment to the pend- 
ing tax measure which was defeat- 
ed by a vote of 61 to 24. 

Senator Cohen's letter follows: 

“The telegram signed by you and 
other members of the Augusta, Cot- 
ton Exchange reached me a short 
while before the senate voted on the 
Tdyings amendment. 

“I am inclined to the opinion that 
the signers of the telegram were un- 
der a misapprehension as to the word- 
ing and effect of the Tydings amend- 
ment if paesed. While this measure 
provided for the licensing of the sale 
of a 2.75 per cent beer, it would 
not have paid in any money directly 
to the federal treasury to help relieve 
the present distressing deficit. 

“The Tydings amendment provided 
that the revenues raised from the beer 
licenses ‘would be employed to finance 
a large bond issue, the proceeds of 
which were to go to several govern- 
mental departments for public works 
and similar purposes. In the form 
in which it was presented, this amend- 


|ment was not considered. by me as 


a proper provision to be ‘included in 
the revenue bill. If it had been passed 
it would not have permitted the li- 
censing and sale of beer in Georgia 
and a number of other states which 
have their own laws prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of any bever- 
ages containing more than one-half of 
one per cent alcohol. 

“I am always glad to hear from 
the people of Georgia, and I appre- 
ciate your telegram. I am enclosing 
two copies of the Tdyings amendment. 
The estimate of revenue is, of course, 
problematical.”

A sound principle in Contract bid- 
ding is to bid enough to encourage 
your partner to contibue with safety 
and yet not completely reveal every 
strong point and every unguarded 
feature of your hand to your oppo- 
nents. Occasionally, a Contract play- 
er observes every letter of the law and 
yet writes himself down a loser in 
the play. This is often: because his 


bidding is always an open book to 
his opponents, even though it is also 
crystal clear to his partner. This is 
not an argument for the coarse. bluff 
bids. which some people regard as 
psychic. Bold bidding and, at times, 
overbidding may be dictated by the 
necessities of defense.
